LINSEED OIL

normal requirements and it will be necessary to import large quantities from Argentine to cover our needs. The 
present year crop of South i^nerica is still undetermined and price of seed and linseed oil in this country will de- 
pend largely on the Argentine developments.

How to Detect Adulteration 
of Turpentine 

When turpentine is adulterated to the ex- 
tent of 10 per cent or more, a careful observer 
familiar with turpentine can usually determine 
the fact by one or more of the following 
simple tests: 

Odor— The presence of kerosene, gasoline, 
benzol, or solvent naphtha is usually revealed 
by its odor. Wood turpentine is best distin- 
guished from gum spirits by its odor. The 
odors of these materials cannot be described; 
they can be learned only by actual trial and 
experience. Lack of the characteristic tur- 
pentine odor is good ground for a careful test 
to determine the purity of the sample. 

Grease Spot— Pour a little of the suspected 
turpentine on a piece of white writing paper. If 
the bulk of the sample evaporates rapidly from 
the paper, leaving a greasy spot which evap- 
orates very slowly or not at all, the turpen- 
tine is probably adulterated with kerosene or 
heavy solvent naphtha, or contains a large 
percentage of heavy turpentine which will 
not distill below 170° C. The odor of the grease 
spot often determines the nature of the adulter- 
ant. Greasy spots around bung or spigot 
holes of turpentine barrels are also indicative 
of these adulterants. 



Bead — When a perfectly clean dry bottle is 
partly filled with turpentine and violently 
shaken for a moment the bead or foam that 
forms will immediately pass away if tiie tur- 
pentine is pure and fresh. If the foam persists 
for 5 seconds or more, the turpentine probably 
is adulterated or old. 

Evaporation Test — Set a 5-inch watch 
glass near an open window where a gentle 
air current can blow across it. Carefully 
place in it 5 cc. (a tablespoonful) of the tur- 
pentine, so that the glass does not become wet 
with the turpentine beyond the edge of the 
surface of the liquid. Then carefully pipette or 
dip out 2 cc., or about half of it (a scant tea- 
spoonful). Observe the rim of the turpentine 
film after 3 hours. If the rim is continuous or 
more or less regular in outline, the turpen- 
tine is probably pure. If, however, the rim is 
made up of a chain of distinct drops or beads, 
or if the liquid appears to flow back to the 
center of the glass in distinct streams, it prob- 
ably is adulterated with mineral oil or is an 
old turpentine of high specific gravity. The 
unevaporated residue will also smell of min- 
eral oil if kerosene or any other oil which is 
less volatile than turpentine has been used as 
| an adulterant. 



How Bronze Powders 
Are Made 

The name Bronze Powder applies to powder 
made from copper, spelter, tin and various 
alloys of these metals which under microscopic 
inspection would reveal minutely fine, thin, 
leafy “flakes” as distinguished from the usual 
fine ground “granule” powder. It is generally 
supposed Bronze Powders are produced by 
grinding. This is not so. They are made by a 
mechanical stamping process. 

The raw material or alloy is first melted and 
in a liquid state poured upon a revolving cyl- 
inder into narrow, thin strips, which are then 
cut by automatic power cutters into small 
pieces; reduced it is fed into stamping batter- 
ies and stamped into large leafy flakes. 

After screening these flakes are put through 
a second stamping process and reduced to pow- 
der. The powder is automatically put through 
a very fine wire cylinder sieve and is then ready 
to separate . The fine , light weight powder is ex- 
tracted from the heavier particles by means of 
air current separators. 

By far the most important operation is the 
finishing. Unfinished powder from the sepa- 
rator is polished and finished by friction. The 
powder being forced between rapidly revolv.

ing brushes and against the indented sides of 
steel drums, the friction creating the polish or 
brilliancy. 

Numerous colors are produced by heating 
the powder in copper drums, slowly revolving 
over gas flames. More intense colors are pro- 
duced by mixing with aniline dyes. Almost 
any desired color or shade can be made. 

The selection of Bronze Powder should be 
very carefully made by the user for the num- 
ber of grades are many and the shades unlim- 
ited. 

^ A powder most suitably adapted for the 

Lithographer would be of no use to the Radi- 
ator Painter. And again, the powder giving 
highly satisfactory results- for best Picture 
Frame work would be unsatisfactory and 
useless for the Lithographer. 

A careful study has been made of the in- 
dividual industrial requirements, and each 
particular feature, whether it be brilliancy, 
fineness, dryness, smoothness, etc., has been 
embodied into that grade of powder requiring 
it. 

Palegold is the regular shade of gold leaf 
and is generally used. Richgold is light gold 
or brass color. Deep gold resembles the Ro- 
man Gold shade. 

How About the Gutters? 

Of course on a well painted house the eaves 
troughs and down spouts are painted with the 
body or trimming color used on the building. 
But how about the inside of the gutter? Many 
painters neglect this important part of the 
work, and paint only the part which shows 
from below because the trough is filled with 
dirt and dead leaves and it is a somewhat 
dirty job to clean it out. Because of this the 
eaves troughs soon rust through and must be 
replaced with new ones. 



Painting the interior of an eaves trough is 
as important as painting any other part of the 
house. After cleaning it thoroughly give it a 
coat of red lead paint mixed with oil and tur- 
pentine, and when this is thoroughly dry apply 
a coat of good red Oxide or Graphite Paint. 
This treatment applies equally to the flashings 
of cornices, skylights and other roof work. 

On new galvanized iron work, however, 
trouble will be experienced unless the surface 
is prepared to receive paint. It should be wash- 
ed with a solution composed of one quart of 
warm water in which % oz. each of nitrate of 
copper, chloride of copper and sal-ammoniac 
have been dissolved and to which ]/% oz. of 
hydrochloric acid has been added. This 
mixture should be made in a glass or earthen 
jar as the chemicals will eat a tin pail. 

Apply with a flat brush and when dry 
brush off the white powder which remains on 
the surface and paint with red lead paint. The 
final coats can be of any color desired, using 
white lead paint. This job will stand for 
years without peeling. .

Removal of Glue Stains 

Casein and vegetable glues containing caus- 
tic soda produce stains on certain kinds of 
wood, notably the oaks, maple, cherry, elm, 
ash, birch and beech. Some glues stain the 
wood more than others, and those that contain 
the most alkali are likely to be most injurious. 
The staining is due to the action of the alkali 
in the glue on the tannins and other constitu- 
ents of the wood, whereby a substance related 
to ink is formed.

No means have yet been found of prevent- 
ing this chemical action. Precautions can be 
taken, however, the Forest Products Labora- 
tory believes, which will keep the discolor- 
ation from the finished ‘surfaces. 

The most trouble with glue stain in wood 
working is caused by the penetration of the 
glue solution through thin face veneers. This 
seepage is likely to occur if the veneer is 
less than 1-20 inch thick and somewhat porous. 
The consistency of a glue in part determines 
whether it will be squeezed through the 
wood or not. 

It is quite obvious that under similar con- 
ditions a thin glue will penetrate farther than 
a thick glue. For this reason the quantity of 
water that is added to a glue might be dimin- 
ished, and fillers added when staining is feared. 
The amount of pressure exerted by the panels 
in the press is also a factor, but it would not 
be advisable to reduce the pressure in order to 
check the flow of the glue. 

If a panel is dried promptly, the caustic soda 
will have difficulty in coming to the surface. 
Rapid drying can be brought about by re- 
moving the panels from the press as soon as 
it is safe to do so, and placing them on stick- 
ers. The amount of staining car also be de- 
creased somewhat by placing a caul or some 
other flat object between adjacent panels in 
the press. 

Casein and vegetable glue stains can be al- 
most entirely removed by sponging the stained 
surface with an oxalic acid solution, prepared 
by dissolving 1 ounce of oxalic acid crystals 
in about 12 ounces of water. Still better re- 
sults may sometimes be obtained by moisten- 
ing the wood first with a sodium sulphite 
solution made up in the same concentration as 
the oxalic acid. In this way, stubborn stains 
can be almost obliterated.
